CONDITIONS OF SALE. 



J. THAT the highest Bidder be the Purchaser; but should any Dispute arise between 
Two or more Bidders, the Lot to be immediately put up again, and re-sold. 


II. That no Person shall advance less than Two Shillings and Sixpence up to Five
